The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
none of the prior art of record discloses or suggests a resecting instrument and 
its method of use comprising in part the combination of the following: 

an outer tubular member formed of an electrically conductive material and 
defining a proximal section, a distal section, and a lumen, wherein 
the distal section forms a cutting window open to the lumen and a partially 
enclosed axial passage distal the cutting window, the axial passage being 
fluidly connected to the lumen; 

an inner tubular member disposed within the lumen of the outer tubular 
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member, the inner tubular member defining a proximal portion and a 

distal portion, wherein the distal portion forms a cutting tip; 

a hub assembly maintaining the proximal section of the outer tubular 

member and the proximal portion of the inner tubular member; and 

an electrical insulator covering a region of the outer tubular member distal 

the hub assembly, wherein at least the cutting window is not covered by the 

insulator. 

The most relevant prior art is Peters (US 2002/0038122) who discloses all elements 
except for the "partially enclosed axial passage" distal the cutting window. The examiner 
has interpreted this to be a broad disclosure acceptable by itself though further defined 
by a ring in claim 2.
